SOCIETY WOMEN IN 


SUFFRAGE PARADE 


‘ Many Conspicuous Chicago So- 


Clal Leaders Tramp in the 
Streets for-First-Thme. 


FIVE HUNDRED FORM LINE 


There was just one parade itn the cere- 
monies incident te the birth of the Na- 
tional Frogreseive party yesterday, and 
that was a parade of women. It was an 
innovation, but it had a meaning all its own. 
It meant that if the women are to have any 
party at all it will be the new party, and that 
from this time forward the political energies 
of the women ofthe United States wil! all 
be concentrated fn advancing the alms and 
aspirations of the organization of which 
Theodore Roosevelt Is now the head. 

The women who marched were suffragists. 
They made their demonstration in joyful 
recognition of the fact that the new party 
is to carry In its platform a plank strongly 
advocating votes for women. 

A crowd of many hundreds, flaunting 
banners and headed by a band, formed in 
front of the Art institute and marched to the 
Coliseum. It included women of every age 
and many stations in life. There were gray 
haired grandmothers and young gir!s still 
with their schooling unfinished; mothers of 
families and old maids. 


Rich March Beside Poor. 

Women whose fortunes run into the mil- 
lions walked with school ma’ms who haven't 
a cent In the world except next month's 
salary, and society girls, social settlement’ 
workers, professional nurses, factory giris, 
leaders in civic, social, and moral reform 
organizations and the officers of labor untons 
whose membership is exclusively feminine 
made up the rank and file, 

The paradé was a long time forming. 
Women began to arrive at the Art insti- 
tute before 10:30, the hour fixed for begin- 
ning the march. They continued to arrive 
after the specified hour, too, and it was 
nearly 11:30 when the precession began to 
make its way down Michigan avenue toward 
the convention hall. 


Exhaust Yellow Banners. 

Yellow banners had been provided by the 
Iilinois Equal Suffrage society. It wag ex- 
pected there would be a banner for every 
woman marching. Those who had made the 
preparations Ggured there would be not more 
than 800 women in the parade, and only ban- 
ners for that number were provided. The 
supply was used up an hour before the march 
began. There were nearly 500 women in 
line. Those who could not get banners 
waved handkerchiefs instead. 

There was little talking in the ranks during 
the march, There had been so much talking 
before the parade began, however, that the 
marshals found difficulty in getting the 
women together and forming the line. The 
conversation was principally over the atti- 
tude of the new party toward women 


Get a Late Start. 

It was some time after 11 o'clock, end the 
women were beginning to be afraid they 
would migs the opening of the convention 
before the procession got started. It was led 
by a squad of mounted police. Then came a

indignation just before the parade started 
when it played, “ Darling, I am Growing 
on ones éo they mean?’ aeked Dr. Anna 
Blount, of Oak Park. “* This is the birth of 
our rights and the birth of a new party.

COLONEL WILL SPEAK TODAY 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
A new political party, officially designated 


the’ National Progreseive party, was given to 
the American people yesterday at the Coli- © 
seum. 

There was none of the practiced manipulae 
tion of the seasoned politician in the prv- 
ceeding, none of the forced cheering to coun- 
terfeit enthusiasm, which has been the fea- 
ture of past ecnventions of the old parties. 

The rank and file of the delegations seemed 
to be inspired with something of the epirit * 
of the crusaders. It wae an intense conven- 
tion there was apparent in the temper 
of the Gelegates a disposition to attack seri- 
ously present day probleme which are press- 
ing for solution. } 


Enthusiasm Spontaneous. 

The 5,000 odd spectators who witnessed 
the proceedings of the 2,000 delegates and 
alternates were impressed less by the enthu- 
siasm than by the evident solemnity with 
which the duty of temporary organization 
was discharged. Emthusiasm was there, but 
it was the enthusiasm of spontaneity. It did 
not take the form of a tremenduotis demon- 
stration such as have been seen When ap- 
plause wae “ forced.” 

What applause was given to the colonel was 
that of men who looked upon him as the lea4- 
er in the vital cause they have espoused. It 
was apparent that the delegates were chiefly 
concerned with the principles proclaimed by 
the temporary chairman, former Senator Al- 
bert J. Beveridge of Indiana, principles for 
which Col. Roosevelt has been battling. The 
Hoosier statesman won the hearts of hie 
great audience at the outset by his deciara- 
tion: 

“We stand for a nobler America. We 
stand for an undivided nation.” 


Doctrine for Humanity. 


He aroused outbursts of approval by his 
assaulte upon the ‘invisible government ” 


behind the old parties, which the interests 


constitute, and when he closed he. received 
expressions of earnest commendation. 

His speech differed from those uttered By 
temporary chairmen of other conventions in 
its enunciation of a doctrine for humanity 
rather than in an encomium upon the 
achievements of the parties for which they 
spoke. 

CoL Roosevelt did not attend the conven 
tion, remaining at the Congress hotel from 
the time of his arrival at 9 o'clock in the 
morning, and awaiting the invitation to eé 
dress the delegates, which was extended for 
today through a resolution adopted after Mr. 
Beveridge concluded hie speech. 

Nevertheless, it was an interesting day fer 
the colonel, both in the men he met and the 
principles he discussed with them. 


Proceedings Not Spectacular. 
While the colonel wae sitting quietly et 
the hotel the convention was in process of 
organization. The proceedings lacked the 
spectacular. The delegates and alternates, 
some with bandannas eround their bets or 
throats, walked to their seats and stood be- 
side them, occasionally shouting their battle 
ories and greetings to each other. 

The delegates from Pennsylvania who sat 
in the June convention waved joyously et 
the Gelegates from New Jersey and other 
states who also participated in the Repub- 
Mean meeting. Slowly the galleries filled 
with spectators.

Sprinkled 
among various delegations were other wom- 
en, all high of purpose, all determined to 
contribute to the success of the movement 
ip which they have enlisted. Seated next 
to gray beards and bald heads were men 
‘hose hair has just been touched by the hand 
of time or men who have voted in only 
one or two presidential elections. 

. But connecting all by an invisible bond 
and leveling sex and age and pursuits to an 
average was the thought that thie was e 
movement for the betterment of the people 
and the reform of the government; and it 
expressed itself in the spontaneous applause 
given to the principles which were enunci- 
ated. 

Calls Convention to Order. 

The proceedings yesterday necessarily 
were of a routine character. Senator Dixon 
Galied the convention to order at 12:30 and 
made. a brief speech explaining the purposes 
for which it was assembled. 

QO. K. Davis, temporary secretary of the 
convention, read the call issued a little more 
than a month ago. Prayer was uttered by 
the Rev. T. F. Dornblaser. Then Mr. Bev- 
eridge was nominated for and chosen as 
temporary chairman and delivered his 
speech. 

Upon the conclusion of his address the 
atete delegations announced their selections 
upon the various committees. The invita- 
tion to Col. Roosevelt to attend the proceed- 
ings at noon today was adopted. Adjourn- 
ment follewed. 

It is evident that the convention desires 
to nominate Gov. Hiram W. Johnson of 
California for the vice presidency. When 
the governor's name was mentioned there 
was a burst of cheering. Equally hearty, 
though less general, was the enthusiasm 
when Senator Dixon referred to Judge Lind- 
sey and John M. Parker of Louisiana. Mr. 
Johnson is not a candidate for second place 
en the ticket and favors a southern man for 
the place. It is likely, however, that his 
wishes will be overridden and that he will 
be nominated as Col. 
mate.

DETAILED STORY OF CONVENTION. 
BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

The big Coliseum, transformed in a few 
weeks from the battleground of the Republic- 
ap national convention to the meeting place 
of the new National Progressive party, was 
thrown open shortly before 11 o'clock yester- 
dey morning, but it was nearly an hour after 
that time before the first of the delegates 
began to @rrive. 

The hall was gayly decorated with flagsand 
bunting. The big sounding board suspended 
by- wires over the speaker's stand, looking 
like an aeroplane in fight, attracted much at- 
tention. It had been comstructed particularly 
for Col. Roosevelt's speech this afternoon. 


Cheering Delegates Arrive. 

Large canvas portraits were a feature of 
the decorations. Back of the stage were 
|) those of Washington, Jefferson, and Lin- 
édin. At the left of the stage was a portrait 
of Hamilton. 

Suspended from the band gallery at the far 
end of the hall was an oil painting of Col. 
Roosevelt, and over the mafh entrance was a 
stuffed head ofa splendid specimen of a bull 
moose. 

The delegates came in singing and shouting 
about 12 o'clock. The cheers were loudest 
and longest, however, when some newly ar- 
rived delegate would jump toa chair and yell 
“ Hurrah and three cheers for Teddy.” 

The Delawaredelegation was cheered when 
it arrived, the chairman carrying a banner 
with the inscription:

We stand for an intelligent 
cobperation instead of a reckless competi- 
tion. We stand for mutual helpfulness in- 
stead of mutua) hatred. We stand for equa! 
tights as a. fact’ of life.instead of a catch- 
word of politics. We stand for the rule of the 
people ‘as @ practical truth ‘instead of a 
meaningless ‘preterise.- "We'stand for a repre- 
sentative government that represents the 
people.. We battle for the actual rights of 
man. — 

To carry out our principles we have a 
plain pr of constructive reform, We 
mean to tear down only that which is wrong 
and out of date; and where we tear:down 
we mean to build what is right and fitted to 
the times. We harken to the call of the 
present. We mean to make: laws’ fit con- 
ditions as they are and meet the needs of 
the people who are on earth to-~lay. That 
we may do this we found a party through 
which all who believe with us can work with 
us; or, rather, we declare our allegiance to 
the party which the people themselves have 
founded, 

For this party comes from the grass roots. 
It has grown’ from the soil of the people's 
hard necessities. It has the vitality of the 
people's strong convictions. The people have 
work to be done and our party is here to do 
that work. Abuse will only strengthen it, 
ridicule only hasten its growth, falsehood 
only speed its victory. 

For years this party has been forming. 
Parties exist for the people; not the peo- 
ple for parties. Yet for years the politi- 
clans have made the people do the work of 
the parties instead of the parties doing the 
work of the people. The people vote for 
one party and find their hopes turned to 
ashes on their lips; and then, to punish that 
party they vote for the other party. So it 
is that partisan victories have come to be 
merely the people’s vengeance, and always 
the secret powers have played their game. 


Progressive or Reactionary. 

Like other free people, most of us Ameri- 
cans are progressive or reactionary, liberal 
or conservative. The neutrals do not count. 
Yet today neither of the old parties are 
either -~wholly progressive or wholly reac- 
tionary Democratic politicians and office 
seekers say to reactionary Democratic vot- 
ers that the Democratic party is reaction- 
ary enough -to express reactionary views; 
and they say to progressive Democrats 
that the Democratic party fs progressive 
enough to express progressive views. At the 
same time Republican politicians and office 
seekers say the same thing about the Re- 
publican party to progressive and reaction- 
ary Republican voters. 

Sometimes in beth Democratic and Repub- 
lican states the progressives get control of 
the party locally and then the réactionartes 
recapture the same party in the same state; 
or this process is reversed. So there is no 
nation-wide unity of principle in either 
party, no stability of purpose, no clear cut 
and sincere program of one party at frank 
and open war with an equally clear cut and 
sincere. program of an opposing party. 

This unintelligent tangle is seen in con- 
gress. Republican and Democratic senators 
and representatives, believing alike on bread 
measures affecting the whole republic, find 
it hard to vote together because of the nom- 
inal difference of their party membershfp. 
When, sometimes, under resistiess convicton, 
they do vote together, we have this foolsh 
spectacle: legislators calling themselves 
Republicans and Democrats, support ‘the 
same policy, the Democratic legislators de- 
claring that that policy is Democratic and 
Republican legislators declaring that it is 
Republican; and at the same time other Dem- 
ocratic and Republican legislators oppose 
that same policy, each of them declaring that 
it is not Democratic or not Republican. 

This condition makes it impossible most of 
the time, and hard at any time, for the peo- 
pie's legislators who believe in the same 
broad policies to enact them into logical, 
comprehensive laws. It confuses the public 
gmind. It breeds suspicion and distrust. It 
enables such special interests as seek unjust 
gain at the public expense to get what they 
want. 


The Boss System. 

It creates and fosters the degrading boss 
y System in American politics through which 
these special interests work. 

This boss system is unknown and imposs!i- 
ble under any other free government in the 
world. In its nature it is hostile to the gen- 
eral welfare. Yet it has grown until it now is 
a controlling influence in American public 
affairs. At the present moment notorious 
bosses are in the saddle of both old partiesin 
various important states which must be car- 
ried to elect a president. This biack horse 
cavalry is the most important force in the 
practical work of the Democratic and Repub- 
kiean parties in the present campaign. Neither 
of the old parties’ nominees for president can 
escape obligation to these old parily bosees 
nor shake their practical hold on many and 
powerful members of the national legislature 

Under this boss system. no matter which 
party wins, the people seldom win; but the 
bosses almost always win. And they never 
work for the people. They do not even work 
for the party to which they belong. They 
work only for those antf-pubNc interests 
whose political employés they are. It is 
these interests that are the real victors in the 
end. 

These special interests which suck the peo- 
ple’s substance are bipartisan. They use 
both parties. They are the invisible govern- 
ment behind our visible government. Demo- 
cratic and Republican bosses alike are broth- 
er officers of this hidden power. No matter 
how flercely they pretend to fight one another 
before election, they work together after 
election. And, acting so, this political con- 
spiracy is able to delay, mutilate or defeat 
sound and needed laws for the people’s wel- 
fare and the prosperity of honest business 
and even to enact bad laws, hurtful to the 
people’s welfare and oppressive to honest 
business. 

It is this invisible government which is the 


;

eaal danger td Asienaan institutions, its 
crude work at Chicago in June, which the 
people were able to see, Was no more wicked 
than its skillful work every where and always 
which the people are not able to see. . 


Urges End of Sectionalism. 

But an even more serious condition results 
from the unnatural alignment of the old par- 
ties. Today we Americans are politically 
shattered by sectionalism. Through the two 
old parties the tragedy of our history is 
continued, and one great geographical part 
of the republic is separated from other parts 
of the republic by an Ilogical partisan so)- 
idarity. ’ 

The south has men and women as gen- 
uinely progressive and others as genuthely 
reactionary as those in other parts of our 
country. Yet, for well known reasons, these 
sincere and honest southern -progréssives 
and reactlofafies:vote tégéther in a single 
party, which ts nelttier progressive nor reac- 
tionary. They vote a dead tradition and a 
local fear, not a living conviction and a na- 
tional faith. They vote not for the Demo- 
cratic party, but against the Republican 
party. They want to be free from this condi- - 
tion; they can De free from it through the 
National Progressive party. 

For the. problems which America faces to- 
day are economic and national. They have to 
do with a more just distribution of prosperity. 
They concern the living of the people, and 
therefore the more direct government of the 
people by themselves. 

y affect the south exactly ag they affect 
the morth, the east or the: west. It is an 
artificia] and dangerous condition that pre- 
vents the southern man and woman [from 
acting with the northern mah and woman 
who believe the same thing. Yet just that 
is what the old parties do prevent. 

Not only does this out of date partisansliip 
cut our nation into two geographical sections; 
it also robs the nation of a priceless asset 
of thought In working out our national des- 
tiny. The south once was famous for bril- 
liant and constructive thinking on national 
problems, and today the south has minds as 
briliant and constructive as of old, But 
southern intellect cannot freely and fully aid, 
in terms of politics, the solving of the na- 
tion’s problems. This ie so because of a 
partisan sectionalem which has nothing to 
do with those problems. Yet these problems 
can be solved only fin terms of politics. 


**Back to the People.”’ 

The root of the wrongs which hurt the peo- 
ple is the fact that the people’s government 
has been taken away from them. Their gov- 
ernment must be given back to the people. 
And so the first purpose of the Progressive 
party is to make sure the rule of the people. 
The rule of the people means that the people 
themselves stiall nominate as well as elect 
all candidates for office, including senators 
and presidente of the Untted States. What 
profiteth it the people if they do only the 
electing while the invisible perennanrn does 
the nominating? 

The rule of the people means that whie the 
people’s legislators make a law which hurts 
the people, the people themselves may reject 
it. The rule of the people means that when 
the people's legislators refuse to passa law 
which the people need the people themselves 
may pass it. The rule of the people means 
that when the people's employés do not do the 
people's work well and honestly the people 
may discharge them exactly as a business 
man dischargée employ és who do not do their 
work welland honestly. The people's officials 
are the people's servants, not the people's 
masters. 

We Progressives believe in this rule of the 
people that the people themselves may dea! 
with thelr own destiny. Who knows the 
people's, needs so well as the people them- 
selves? Who so patient as the people? Who 
so long suffering, who so just? Who so wise 
to solve their own problems? 


Problems Should Not Exist. 

Today these problems concern the living 
of the people. In the present stage of Ameri- 
can development these problems should not 
exist in this country. For in all the world 
there is no land so rich as ours. Our fields 
can feed hundreds of millions. We have 
more minerals than the whole of Europe. 
Invention has made easy the turning of this 
vast natural wealth into supplies for all the 
needs of man. One worker today can pro- 
duce more than twenty workers could pro- 
duce a century ago. 

The people living in this land of gold are the 
most daring and resourceful on the globe. 
Coming from the hardiest stock of every 
nation of the old world their very history in 
the new world has made Americans a pecul- 
lar people in courage, initiative, love of 
justice and all the elements of independent 
character. 

And, compared with other peoples, we are 
very few in numbers. There are only ninety 
millions of us, scattered over a continent. 
Germany has sixty-five millions packed tna 
country very much smaller than Texas. The 
population of Great Britain and Ireland 
could be set down in California and still have 
more than enough room for the population 
of Holland. If this country was as thickly 
populated as Belgium there would be more 
than twelve hundred million instead of only 
ninety million persons within our borders. 

So we have,more than enough to supply 
every human Deilng beneath the flag. There 
ought not to be in this republic a single day 
of bad business, a single unemployed work- 
ingman, a #@ingle unfed child. American 
business men should never know an hour o 
uncertainty, discouragement or fear; Ameri- 
can workingmen never a day of low wages, 
idieness or want. Hunger should never 
walk in these thinly peopled gardens of 
plenty. 

And yet in spite of these favors which 
Providence has showered upon us, the living 
of the people is the problem of the hour. 
Hundreds of thousands of hard working 
Americans find it difficult to get enough to 
live on. The average income of an American 
laborer is lege: than $500 a year. With this 
he must furnish food, shelter and clothing 
for a family. 


Women Enforced Wage-earners., 

Women, whose nourishing and protection 
should be the first care of the state, not only 
are driven into the mighty army of wage- 
earners, but are forced to work under unfair 
and degrading conditions. The right of a 
child to grow into a norma] human being is 
sacred; and yet, while small and poor coun- 
tries, packed with people, have abolished 
child labor, American milis, mines, factories 


and sweatshops are dbstroving: hundreds of 


thousands of American children in body, 
mind and soul. 

At the same time men have grasped for- 
tunes in this. country. so great. that .the 
human mind cannot comprehend their mag- 
nitude. These mountains of wealth are far 
larger than even that lavish reward which 
no one would deny to business risk or genius, 

On the other hand, American businege is 
uncertain and unsteady cémpared.- with the 
business of other nations. American business 
men are the best and bravest in the world, 
and yet our business conditions hamper 
their energies. and chfll their courage. -We 
have mo permanency in business affairs, no 
gure outlook upon the business future. This 
unsettled state of American business -pre- 
vents it from realizing for the people that 
gréat’ ahd contihiious prosperity Which’ dur 
country’s location, vast wealth and. small 
population justify. 


To ‘‘Pass Prosperity Around.’’ 


We mean to remedy these conditions. We 
mean not only to make prosperity steady but 
to give to the many who earn It a just share 
of that prosperity instead of helping the few 
who do not earn It to take an umjust share. 
The Progressive motto is ‘‘ Pass prosperity 
around.” To make human living easier, to 
free the hands of honest business, to make 
trade and commerce sound ’and steady, to 
protect womanhood, save childhood and re- 
store the dignity of manhood—these are the 
tasks we must do. 

What, then, is the Progressive answer to 
these questions: We are able to give it =pe- 
cifically and concretely. The first work be- 
fore. us is the revival of honest business. 
For business is nothimg but the industrial 
and trade activities of all the people. Men 
grow the products of the field, cut ripe timber 
from the forest, dig metal from the mine, 
fashion all for human use, carry them tothe 
market place and exchange them according 
to their mutual needa—and thie ts business. 

With our vast advantages, contrasted with 
the vast disadvantages of other nations, 
American business all the time should be the 
best and steadiest in the world. It Is not. 
Germany, with shallow sojl, no mines, only 
a window on the seas and a population more 
than ten times as dense as ours, yet has a 
sounder business, a steadier prosperity, a 
moe contented becauge better cared for peo- 
ple. 


Must End Business Abuses. 

What, then, must we do to make American 
business better? We must do what poorer 
nations have done. We must end the abuses 
of business by striking down those abuaecs 
instead of striking down business itself. We 
must try to make little business big and all 
business honest instead of striving to make 
big business little and yet letting it remain 
dishonest. 

Present day business is as unlike old time 
business as the old time ox cart is unlike the 
present day locomotive. Invention has made 
the whole world over again. The rallroad, 
telegraph, telephome have bound the people 
of modern nations into families. To do the 
business of these closely knit millions In evy- 
ery modern country great business concerns 
came into being. What we call big business ie 
the child of the economic progress of man- 
kind. So warfare to destroy big business is 
foolish because it cannot succeed and wicked 
because it ought not succeed. Warfare to 
destroy big business does not hurt big busi- 
ness, which always comes out on top, so much 
as it hurts all other business, which, in euch 
@ warfare, never comes out on top. 

With the growth of big business came bus!- 
ness evils just as great. It is these evils of big 
business that hurt the people and injure all 
other business. One of these wrongs is over- 
capitalization which taxes the people's very 
living. Another is the manipulation of prices 
to the unsettlement of all normal business and 
to the people's damage. Another is interfer- 
ence in the making of the people's laws and 
the running of the people's government in the 
unjust interest of evil business. Getting laws 
that enable particular interests to rob the 
people, and even to gather criminal riches 
from human health and life is still another. 

An example of such laws is the infamous 
tobacco legislation of 1902, which author!zed 
the tobacco trust to continue to collect from 
the people the Spanish war tax, amount'ng 
to a score of millions of dollars, but to kecp 
that tax instead of ‘turning it over to the 
government, as it. had been doing. Another 
example is the shameful meat legislation, 
by which the beef trust had the meat it sent 
abroad inspected by the government so that 
foreign countries would take its product and 
yet was permitted to.sell diseased meat to 
our own people. It is incredible that laws 
like these could ever get on the nation’s 
statute books. The invisible government put 
them there, and only the universal wrath of 
an enraged people correctea them when, after 
years, the people discovered the outrages. 


End ‘‘Invisible Government.”’ 

It is to get just such laws as these and to 
prevent the passage of laws to correct them, 
as well as to keep off the statute books gen- 
eral laws which will end the general abuses 
of big business that these few criminal in- 
terests corrupt our politics, invest in public 
officials and keep in power In both parti<s 
that type of politicians and party managers 
who debase American politics. 

Behind rotten laws and preventing sound 
laws, stands the corrupt boss; behind the cor- 
rupt boss stands the robber interest; and 
commanding these powers of pillage stands 
bloated human greed. It is this conspiracy 
of evil we must overthrow if we would get 
the honest laws we need. It ie thie invisible 
government we must destroy if we would 
save American institutions. 

Other nations have ended the same business 
evils from which we suffer by clearly defining 
business wrongdoing and then making it a 
criminal offense, punishable by imprisonment. 
Yet these foreign nations encourage big busi- 
ness itself and foster all honest business. 
But they do not tolerate dishonest business, 
little or big. 

What, then, shall we Americans do? Com- 
mon sense and the experience of the world 
says that we ought to keep what the good big 
business does for us and stop the wrongs that 
big business does to us. Yet we have done 
just the other thing. We have struck at big 
business iteelf and have not even aimed to 
strike at the evils of big business, 


Courts and Big Business. 

Nearly twenty-five years ago congress 
passed a law to govern American business 
in the present time which parliament passed 
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in the retan of King James to govern Eng- 


lish. business in that time. 


For a quarter of a century the courte have 
tried to make this law work. Yet during 
this very time trusts grew greater in num-. 
ber and.power than in the whole history of 
the world before, and their evils flourished 
unhindered and unchecked. These great bust- 
neas concerns grew because natural laws 
made them grow and artificial law at war 
with natural law could not stop their growth, 
But their evils grew faster than the’ trusts 
themselves because avarice nourished those 
evils and no law of any kind stopped avarice 
from. nourishing them. - , 

Nor is this the worst. Under the shifting 
interpretation of the Sherman law, uncer- 
tainty and fear is chilling. the energies- of 
the great body of honest American business 
mén, As the Sherman law now stands, rio 
two business men can arrange their mutual 
affairs and be sure that they are pot law 
breakers. This isthe maln hindrance to the 
immediate and permanent revival of Amer- 
can business. If German or English _busi- 
ness men,. With all their disadvantages com- 
pared with our advantages, were manacied 
by our Sherman law, asit stands, they soon 
would be bankrupt. Indeed, foreign business 
men declare that if their countries had such 


‘@ law so administered they eould. not do 


business at all. 


Trusts Licensed to Do Wrong. 

Even this is not-all. By the decgees of 
our courts, under the Sherman law, the two. 
mightiest trusts-on earth have actually been 
licensed, in the praetical outcome; to’ go on 
doing every wrong they ever committed, 
Under the decrees of the courts the oil ané 
tobacco trusts still can raise prices unjustly 
and already have done sé. They still can 
issue watered stock and surely will do so. 
They still can throttle other business men 
and the United States Cigar Stores company 
now is doing so. They still can corrupt our 
politics and this moment are indulging in 
that practice. 

The people are tired of this” mock battle 
with criminal capital. They do not want 
to hurt business; but they do want to get 
something done about the trust question that 
amounts to something. What good does it do 
any man to read in his morning paper that 
the courts have “dissolved”’ the oil trust, 
and then read in his evening paper that he 
must thereafter pay a higher price for his oil 
than ever before? What good does it do 
the laborer who smokes his pipe to be told 
that the courts have “‘ dissolved ’” ‘the tobacco 
trust and yet finds that he must pay the zame 
or a higher price for the same short weight 
package of tobacco? Yet all this {s the prac- 
iical result of the suits against these two 
greatest trusts in the world. 

Such business chaos and legal paradoxes 
as American business suffers from can be 
found nowhere elee {n the work. Rivel na- 
tions do not fasten legal ball and chain upon 
their businese—no, they put Wings on its 
fiying feet. Rival nations do not tell their 
business men that if they go forward with 
legitimate enterprise the penitentiary may 
be their goal. No! Rival nations tell their 
business men that so long as they do honest 
business their governments will not hinder 
but will help them. 

But these riva! nations do tell their business 
men that if they do any evil that our business 
men do, prison bars await them. These riva! 
nations do tell their business mén that if they 
issue watered stock or cheat the people in 
any Way prison cells will be their homes. 

Just this is what all honest American busi- 
ness wants; just thisés what dishonest Amert- 
can businegs does not want; just this is what 
the American people propose to have; just 
this the national Republican platform of 1908 
pledged the people that we would give them. 
and just this important pledge the admin- 
istration, elected on that platform, repudiated 
as it repudiated the more immediate tariff 
pledge. 

Both these reforms, so vital 
Americar’ business, the Progressive party 
will accomplish. Neither evil Interests nor 
reckless demagogues can swerve us from our 
purpose, for we ar® free from both and fear 
neither. 


Objects of Progressives. 

We mean to put new business laws on our 
statute books which wil! tell American busi- 
nese men what they can do ahd what they 
cannot do. We mean to make our business 
laws clear instead of foggy—to make them 
plainly state just what things are criminal 
and what are lawful. And we mean that the 
penalty for things criminal shall be prison 
sentences that actually punish the real of- 
fender, instead of money fines that hurt no- 
body but the people, who must pay them In 
the end. 

And then we mean to send the message 
forth to hundreds of thousands of brililant 
minds and brave hearts engaged in honest 
business, that they are not criminals, but 
honorable men in their work to make good 
business in this republic Sure of victory, we 
even now say: “ Go forward, American bus!i- 
ness men, and know that behind you, sup- 
porting you, encouraging you, is the power 
and approval of the greatest people under 
the sun. Go forward, American business 
met. and feed full the fires beneath American 
furnaces; and give emmloyment to every 
American lqborer who asks for work. Go 
forward, American business men, and cap- 
ture the markets of the world for American 
trade, and know that on the wings of your 
commerce you carry liberty throughout the 
world and to every inhabitant thereof. Go 
forward, American business men, and realize 
that in the time to come it shall be said of 
you, as it is said of the hand that rounded 
Peter's dome, ‘He builded better than he 
knew.’ "’ 


Tariff Out of Politics. 


The next great business reform Wwe must 
have to steadily increase American prosper- 
ty is to change the method of building our 
tariffs. The tariff must be taken out of poll- 
tics and treated as a business question in- 
s.ead of as a political question. Heretofore 
we have done just the otherthing. Thatts 
why American business is upset every few 
years by unnecessary tariff upheavals and is 
weakened by uncertainty in the periods be- 
tween. The greatest need of business is cer- 
tainty, but the only thing certain about our 
tariff is uncertainty. 

What then shall. we do to make our tariff 
changes atrengthen business instead of 
weakening businese? Rival protective tariff 
nations have answered that question. Com- 
mon sense has answered it. g Neat to ournesd

There has not 
been and will not be any sincere and honest 
purpose. by these parties to take the tariff 
out. of politics. 

For the tariff in polities is the excuse for 
those. sham political -battles which give the 
spdilers their oppertunity.- The tariff in 
politics is one of the invisible government's 
methods of wringing tribute from the people. 
Through the tariff in. politics the benefici- 
aries of tariff excesses are cared for, no 
matter which party is “revising.”’ 


Recalls Tariff. Scandals. 

Who has. forgotten the tariff scandals that 
made President Cleveland denounce the Wi)l- 
son-Gorman bill-as “a perfidy and a dis- 
honor?’ ‘Whoever can forgét the brazen 
robberies forced into the Payne-Aldrich bill 
which Mr.- Taft defended as ‘the best ever 
made?” If every oné else forgets these things 
the interests that profited by them never will 
forget them. The bosses and lobbyists that 
grew rich by putting them through never wil! 
forget them. That is why the invisible gov- 
ernment and its agents want to Keep the old 
method of tariff building. : For, though such 
tariff “‘revisions’’ may make lean years for 
the people, they make fat years for the 
powers of pillage and their agents. 

So neither of the old parties can honestly 
carry out any tariff policies which they 
pledge the people to carry out. But even if 
they could and e¥Ven if they were sincere, the 
old party platforms are in error on tariff 
policy. The Democratic platform declares 
for free trade; but free trade Is wrong and 
ruinous. The Republican platform permits 
extortion; but tariff extortion is robbery by 
law. The Progressive party is for honest 
protection; and honest protection is right 
and a condition of American prosperity. 

A tariff high enough to give American 
producers the American market when they 
make honest goods and sell them at honest 
prices but low enough that when they sell 
dishonest goods at dishonest prices, foreign 
competition jan correct both evils; a tariff 
high enough to enable American producers 
to pay our. workingmen American wages 
and so arranged that the workingmen will 
get such wages; a business tariff whose 
changes will be so made as to reassure busi- 
ness instead of disturbing it—this is the 
tariff and the method of its making in which 
the Progressive party believes, for which it 
does battle and which it proposes to write 
into the laws of the land. 

The Payne-Aldrich tariff law must be re- 
vised immediately in accordance to these 
principles. At the same time a genuine, per- 
manent, nonpartisan tariff commission must 
be fixed in the law as firmly as the interstate 
commerce commission. Neither of the old par- 
ties can do this work. For neither of the old 
parties believes in such a tariff; and, what is 
more serious, special privilege is too thor- 
oughly woven into the fiber of both old par- 
ties to allow them to make such atariff. The 
Progressive party only Is free from these !n- 
fluences. The Progressive party only be- 
lieves in the sincere enactment of a sound 
tariff policy. The Progressive party only can 
change the teriff as it must be changed. 
These are samples of the reforms in the laws 
of business that we intend to put on the na- 
tion's Statute books. 


Suppress Child Labor. 

But there are other questions as important 
and pressing that we mean to answer by 
sound and humane laws. Child labor in fac- 
tories, mills, mines, and sweatehops must be 
ended -hroughout the republic. Such labor is 
a crime against childhood because it pre- 
vents the growth of normal manhood and 
womanhood. It is a crime against the na- 
tion because it prevents the growth of a host 
of children into strong, patriotic, and intelill- 
gent citizens. 

Only the nation can stop this industrial 
vice The states cannot stopit. The states 
never stopped any national wrong—and child 
labor is a national wrong. To leave it to the 
state alone is unjust to business; for if some 
states stop it and other states do not, busi- 
ness men of the former are ata disadvantage 
with the business men of the latter, hbe- 
cause they must sell in the same market 
goods made by manhood labor at manhood 
wages in competition with goods made by 
childhood labor at childhood wages. To 
leave it to the states is unjust to manhood 
labor; for childhood labor in any state lowers 
manhood labor in every state, because the 
product of childhood labor in any state com- 
petes with the product of manhood labor in 
every state. Children workers at the looms 
in South Carolina means bayonets at the 
breasts of men and women workers tn Mas- 
sachusetts who strike for tving wages. Let 
the states do what they can, and more power 
to thelr arm; but let the nation do what it 
should and cleanse our flag from thie stain. 


Laws for Women Workers. 

Modern indusirialism has changed the 
status of women. Women now are wage 
earners in factories, stores, and other places 
of toil. In hours of labor and all the physical 
conditions of industrial effort they must com- 
pete with men. And they must do it at lower 
wages than men receive—wages which, in 
most cages, are not enough for these women 
to Hve on. 

This is inhuman and indecent. It ds unso- 
clal and uneconomic. It is immoral and un- 
patriotic. Toward women the Progressive 
= proclaims the chivalry of the state. 

@ propose to protect women wage earners 
by suitable lawa, an example of which is the 
minimum wage for women workers—e wage 
which shall be high enough to at least buy 
clothing, food, and shelter for the woman 
toller. |

Wisconsin for Colonel. 

“The new law which provides for a sep- 
arate ballot for the presidential ticket wil!

Hicks, chairman of the Wisconsin delegation, 
said yesterday. ‘‘ We don't think thereisa 
doubt of Roosevelt carrying the state against 
Taft and Wilson by a good substantial ma- 
jority.”

“ Why don't I like Wilson? Because he ts 
against the foreigners.

I’ve been here forty-seven years, but I wasn’t 
born here. Wilson doesn’t like us and I don’t 
like him. There are thousands of foreign 
born Democrats in my state. who feel just 
the same way and they are going to vote 
for Roosevelt. Since I have begun to support 
Roosevelt with my newspaper I have not re- 
ceived one word of criticism from a sub- 
scriber and I've received a lot of commenda- 
tory letters.

Demand Shorter Platform. 

William Dudiey Foulke of Indiana headed 
the assault. He declared that the platform 
should be shortened to one-quarter ite 
length. 

Hugh T. Halbert called the platform ver- 
bose, pedagogic, and lacking in vitality. 

“This platform, as, presented here,”’ said 
Mr. Halbert, ‘‘ does not even note the birth 
of this new party. It seems to me that this 
fact should be eet forth in terse, energetic 
fashion. 

“ Furthermore, this document make a vio- 
lent attack upon the Aldrich currency plan 
without offering the slightest remedy. <A 
reasonable currency plan, the question of 
the high cost of living, and some adequate 
method of handling the trusts are vital 
points and should be set forth above all 
else.”’ 

Several other members of the committee 
took a stand similar to that of Mr. Halbert 
and various planks were torn apart and 
derided. It was then announced that the 
committee would be engaged in revising the 
platform uti) Wednesday morning before 
it would be in shape for submission to the 
comvention. 

All Get a Hearing. 

The committee heard every one who ap- 
peared with an idea until nearly midnight 

Miss Jane Addams of Hull houge spoke on 
behalf of negroes, and asked that the new 
party ‘“‘stop, book, and listen” before dis- 
franchising in their convention the negroes 
of the south.

NEGROES STAND BY COLONEL 


Leaders and Educators Reaffirm 
Allegiance to Progressives. 
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BALLOT UNDER CONTEST. 


President of League Says Delegates 
Will Sit Silent. 


A large majority of negro voters of the 
country will give their allegiance to the 
Progressive party. 

Leaders, of the race last night adopted 
resolutions reaffirming their belief in the 
principles of the new party and confidence 
in Theodore Roosevelt as its leader.

We deplore, however, any Imposec 
necessity for injecting the race problem into 
the party's affairs. The party's compact 
with the nation propoges a fair and reasron- 
able adjustment of all relations of govern- 
ment and life in all sections and among all 
the people in the land. This compact should 
be held inviolate:”’

FROM A BOOK OF PHILOSOPHY. 

“ Life in general is mobility itself; par- 
ticular manifestations of life accept this 
mobility reluctantly and constantly lag be- 
hind. It is always going ahead; they want 
to mark time., ‘Evolution would fain go on 
in a straight line; each special evolution is 
a kind of circle. Like eddies of dust raise: 
by the wind as it passes, the living turn upon 
themselves, borne up by the great blast of 
life. They are, therefore, relatively stable 
and counterfeit immobility so well that we 
treat each of them as a thing rather than 
as a progress, forgetting that the very 
permanence of their form ‘is only the outline 
of a movement. At times, however, in a 
fleeting vision the invisible breath that bears 
them is materialized before our eyes. We 
have this sudden illumination before certain 
forms of maternal love so striking, and in 
most animals so touching, observable even in 
the solicitude of the plant for its seed. It 
shows us each generation leaning over the 
generation that shall follow. It allows usa 
glimpse of the fact that the living being is 
above all a thoroughfare. and that the es- 
sence of life isin the movement by which life 
is transmitted’ 

If you were asked to guess who wrote this 
quoted paragraph, you would be apt to guess 
(would you not?) that it had been written 
in French by Maurice Maeterlinck and put 
into English by Alfred Sutro. The Belgian 
mystic would perhaps most quickly occur to 
you as the author at once enough philoso- 
pher and enough poet to write: “ The very 
permanence of the form [of species] is but 
the outline of a movement,” and “ Maternal 
love allows us @ glimpse of the 
fact that the living being is above all a 
thoroughfare, and that the essence of life is 
ig the moverhent by which life is trans- 
witted.”

Our lake and dur 
prairies will insure to us one of the 
healthiest localities in the United States 
unless, by our inexcusable neglect of the 
necessary precautions, we thereby create 
artificial sources of disease.’” 

And then, having resolved, they began 
digging sewers and raising the street level. 

Out of that emergency there grew the 
public sentiment which made Chicage pos- 
sible. The important part of the emer- 
gency was that it heated the iron white 
hot, whereupon opportunity welded it into 
a concrete instrument;

1854 only killed 1,454, while 1,600 babies 
died of summer complaint in August and 
September, 1907.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY.

ONARCHS are not always masters in 
their own dominions, and this has 
been strikingly shown once more by 
the action of King Charles of Rou- 
mania, who is.73 years of age and in 
frail health. 

He has just quitted his magnificent moun 
tain palace of Sinaia in the Carpathians, 
owing to his Inability to prevent the estab- 
lishment of ‘vublic gaming tables in the 
casino of the adjacent town 

_ 

For close upbn forty years this palace has 
been thse favorite home of the king and 
queen. They had selected the site far 
away from any human habitation, had had 
the palace built according to their own de- 
signs at great cost and they grew to love 
this forest homie, spending the greater por 
tion of the year there. 

First, however, the dignitaries of the court, 
then the great officers and ministers of 
state, and finally the wealthiest and best 
families of Bucharest society built residences 
in the vicinity, until quite a little mountain 
resort was formed. 

During seven or elght months of the year 
it is extremely gay there The crown prince. 
the crown princess and their children actual- 
ly took part rlow and then in the festivities 

Of course, a clubhouse or casino became 
indispensablé, where the men could play 
cards, read their papers and exchange the 
gossip of the day and the women chatter 
over.the teacups and listen to the music of 
an excellent band. ’ 

Indeed, the place so steadily increased in 
popularity that it finally attracted the no- 
tice of the jJate King Leopold of Belgium's 
former friend and business associate, Mar- 
quet, who ran the public gambling tables 
at Ostend, and who now has a chain of 
similar establishments extending from Por- 
tugal to Cairo 

~~ 

King Charlies and his consort, known in 
literature as ‘Carmen Sylva,’’ strove their 
utmost to prevent him from obtaining a 
foothoid in Sinaia, and went so far as to 
invoke the assistance of the government. 

Marquet, however, ended, in spite of all 
obstacies, by securing the lease of the ca- 
sino from the board of governors, represent- 
ing the owners. . 

King Charles, knowing that this would 
have the effect of attracting to Sinala a!’ 
the riffraff and scum of the Balkan states, 
and even similar spirits from more remote 
countries, Nas suddenly closed the palace 
and left Sinaia with his family and his en. 
tire court, announcing that he will not re- 
turn there until the gambling establishment 
is abolished.

King Alfonso, it may be remembered, has 
had a somewhat similar experience at San 
Sebastian, his seaside home, where the cor- 
rupt municipality leased the casino to this 
game Marquet, in defiance of the anti-gam- 
bling laws and of the protests of the royal 
family. 

The government then in office at Madrid, 
influenced by party political considerations, 
declined to intervene, anc the sovereign was 
so incensed that he accepted the offer of 
the city of Santander, which, with the ob- 
ject of attracting the court Pere during tbe 
summer, built a handsome ard spacious pal- 
ace as a gift to the king. 

There wab not, however, only the king to 
consider, but also the queen mother, who 
built her summer residence of Miramar 9* 
San Sebastian over twenty years ago and 
originated all the prosperity of the place. 

She found it last summer so intolerable 
by reason of the class of people attracted 
there by the gambling tables that she, like 
her son, threatened never to go there again 
and, employing her influence in other ways. 
managed to cause Premier Canalejas to inti- 


mate, last spring, te the municipality his

When the English house of lords refused 
‘to pass a measure enacted by the commons 
restricting its: legislative powers, the As- 
quith government obtained an extremely 
reluctant assurance from King George that 
if the lord# continued to reject the measure 
he would consent to the creation of enough 
peers to give the administration a majority 
in the upper chamber. ~ 

King George was advised that he had no 
alternative under the terms of the conati- 
tution 

So it is with Alfonse XIII. of Spain, who 
linds himself compelled to aMfix his signature 
to almost every nobillary patent presented to 
him for approval by the premier, under pain 
of provoking a cabinet crisis. 

Dowager Queen Maria Christina, durins 
her regency, at the instance of that Duke 
of Tamafies who accompanied the Infanta 
Eulalia to this cougtry for the Columbian 
celebration in 1803, secured the enactment 
of a law providing that every person, on 
receiving a title, elther through bestowa]! 
by the crown, by inheritance, or by mar- 
riage, should be compelled to have it reg- 
istered at the royal department of heraldry 
at Madrid and pay @ heavy fee for each sep- 
arate honor. 

The object of the law was, of course, to 
diminish the extravagant number of nobil- 
lary titles, particularly those that, owing 
to the accidents of time and inheritance. 
were held by indigent or improper persons. 

So large are these charges that many of 
the old nobles eveh have been unable to 
assume their inherited honors, or have had 
to restrict themseives to one, permitting 
their other dignities to become dormant. 

On the other hand, the Duke of Alva who 
is also Duke of Berwidk, of Liria, of Arjona 
of Huéscar and of Olivares, and, in addition, 
possesses twelve marqulsates and twenty 
countships, has had to pay fees to the 
amount of several hundred thousand francs.

The good Intentions of the then queen re- 
gent are, however, being set at naught by 
the constant creation of new nobility at 
the hands of successive cabinets, the new 
cukes, marquesses and counts being always 
members of the moneyed classes, who giad- 
ly pay the necessary dues from pockets usu- 
ally most unattractive and frequently not 
overclean. 7 

Not content with this, the Spanish govern- 
ment has taken to granting royal! cedules 
or patents, to for éigners, giving them the 
Spanish right to titles which in some cases 
are merely usurped, and in others are the 
subject of grievous controversy in other 
countries.

‘MARINES LAND | IN CORINTO. 


Protection of Linedinas Interests 
in Nicaragua Now Assured. 


REIGN OF DISORDER HALTED. 


Return of United States Steamers 
Seized by Rebels Demanded. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—American blue 
jackets and marinés were landed in Nicar- 
agua late Saturday for the proiection of 
citizens of the United States and their prop- 
erty. 

The expedition, under Lieut. James A. 
Campbell Jr., was landed from the gunboat 
Annapolis at Corinto, the principai seaport 
on the Pacific side, and tranéported by rail to 
Manauga, the capital, arriving there early 
Sunday morning. 

Lawlessness and; threatened anarchy dis- 
appeared and quiet took their places with 
the arrival of the bluejackets, according to 
Minister Weitzel's reports today. 


Steamers Seized by Rebels. 

The landing of American forces was made 
only after President Diaz had eonfessed 
the énabiilty of his government to protect 
the American owned railroad line from Co- 
rinto t6 Managua and the steamers on Lake 
Managua.

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LAWFUL CONCERN, 
HARVESTER PLEA 


Answer Denies Charges of 


Restraint of Trade and 
Monopoly. 


DEFINES ITS EXPANSION. 


Power Used for Benefit of Stock- 
holders, Consumers, and Em- 
ployes, Says Company. 


St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 5.—The answer of the 
International Harvester company to the bill 
filed by the United States under the Sherman 
anti-trust law was filed in the United States 
District court at St. Paul today. 

The answer denies specifically all charges 
of restraint of trade, monopoly, and unfair 
business practices. It alleges that prior to 
the formation of the company in 10@2, the 
harvester businese had been conducted in a 
wasteful manner, detrimental alike to manu- 
facturera, retail dealers, and consufhers; 
that only the two largest manufacturers 
had profitable business, while the business 
of others was decreasing and becoming 
hazardous and unprofitable. 


Not Unlawful Combination. 

The International .Harvester company, it 
is stated, was not an unlawful combination, 
but a new company formed, with ample capi- 
tal, in order to secure large economies in the 
agricultural implement business, by produc- 
ing more cheaply the raw materials, by en- 
larging facilities, and correcting wasteful 
methods of distribution, by expanding the 
foreign trade, and by better organized experi- 
Mental and inspection departments. 

The company's commercia! power has been 
weed not only for the benefit of its stockhold- 
ere, but for the benefit of the farmers and 
éealers and of its employés, and the taking 
on of new lines of manufacture, such as 
gasoline engines, tractors, auto wagons, farm 
Wagons, and cream separators, has resulted 
in the business as a whole being conducted 
more economically and in fostering instead 
of restraining trade, it is asserted. 

Any monopoly through patents is denied on 
the ground that the basic patents on binders 


end mowers expired prior to 1902. 


Great Gain in Business. 

The detailed sfatement of earnings and 
profits contained in the answer shows that 
during the first eight years the dividends 
paid averaged only 5.92 per cent on the fully 
paid capita! stock and the total earnings only 
7.145 per cent, and that the main expansion 
eof the company's business has been gained 
in the new lines of implements and the for- 
eign trade, which has increased from about 
$10,000,000 in 1903 to over $42,000,000 in 1911. 

It is held that the company has active and 


increasing competition, the number of com- . 


petitors in binders being eight, with an ag- 
@regate capital of over $100.000,000, and in 
other lines the competitors numbering from 
fourteen in mowers to 181 in gasoline en- 
gines. 


Much Money to Improve. 

The answer alleges the company spenés in 
developing and improving machines annually 
§6500,000, a cost which none of the old com- 
Danies would have sustained. By producing 


. &s own lumber, tron and steel, the company 
Says it can select materials of the particular 


quality best adapted to the machines, thus 
increasing their strength without increasing 
the cost. 

The wages and conditions of its employees, 
the answer says, have been improved by the 
Harvester company to an extent impossible 
under trade conditions existing prior to 1902: 
Wages have been increased fully 27 per cent, 
profit sharing systems have been estab- 
lished, sanitary and safety appliances in- 
stalled, a liberal plan of workmen’s compen- 
sation put into effect, with a benefit depart- 
ment providing sick and death benefits for 
employees and a generous pension system. 


Given Publicity to Business. 

Tt is further declared that the company 
has given wide publicity to its business. and 
in 1906 invited a full investigation by the 
department of commerce and labor; that 
since 1907 the bureau of corporations has 
been given free, accéss to its books and rec- 
ordsand every facility for obtaining complete 
information as to its business policies and 
methods; that since 1907 the company has 
filed with the bureau of corporations !ts an- 
mua! reporte covering ali its business opera- 
tions and that it welcomes the utmost pub- 
Mcky and public supervigion, and is ready, 
and is desirous, of remedying any defects or 
mismanegement in ite business. 


Calls Earnings Reasonable. 

The answer avers that considering the cap- 
ttal invested and the hazards of the business, 
the company’s earnings have been reasonable 
and much smaller than the average profits 
of manufacturing companies; that the pubile 
and employés are receiving the benefits of 
thé large economies and increased efficiency 
yesulting from the organization; that there 
fe a difference between the Harvester com- 
pany and illegal trusts ‘and combinations; 
that the company is managed by men whose 


' fathers originally developed the harvester 


business, and that it was organized without 
capitalization, 

It is pointed out that during twenty years 
Before the company’s formation, more than 
Gfty competitors were eliminated from the 
harvester business, and that since then there 
has been no such elimination of competitors, 
but that the company's business methods 
have secured fair treatment to competitors 
an4é it has tended to foster competition and 
not te destroy it.

‘| WOULD HURRY STEEL DEBATE: 8’ 


| Stanley Asks Six Hours on Thurs- 
| day for Argument. 


TWO SHERMAN ACT CHANGES. 


One Limits Ownership of Steck; Other 
the Brandeis Measure. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—Representa- 
tive Stanley of Kentucky today introduced 
in the house a special rule to precipitate 
debate on the results of his committee's in- 
vestigation of the United States Steel cor- 
poration. 

His plan is to devote six hours on Thurs- 
day to the debate, half the time to be con- 
trolled by himself and half by Represerita- 
| tive Gardner, Republican, of Massachusetts. 

Two bills designed to amend the Sherman 
act were prescnted by Mr. Stanley. 


Iimits Stock Ownership. 

One prohibits ownership by one corpora- 
tion of stock in another, and the other Is the 
Brandeis bill, which gives injured parties the 
right to sue on the same status as the gov- 
ernment to disolve combinations which 
threaten them. 

Representative Gardner was jubilant over 
the latest bill on the trust question which Mr. 
Staniey has prepared. This bill is not that 
of the majority of his committee, but his own 
views. It seeks to prevent corporations in 
the iron and steel trade engaged in interstate 
commerce from doing business with over- 
capitalized stock. It approaches the Repub- 
lican view of the necessity of government 
supervision. 


“Bust’”’ Trust or Make "Em Behave? 

Mr. Gardner, in commenting on the latest 
bill by Representative Stanley, said today: 

“The issue ie already squarely joined be- 
tween those who believe that the trusts 
should be regulated by the conflicting lawsof 
forty-eight states and those who believe that 
businese hae obliterated state lines and that 
the trusts should be controlled by the na- 
tional government, as the railroads are con- 
trolled. 

“ The issue must soon be met whether we 
mean thoroughly to dissolve the trusts or 
whether we mean to recognize them and 
make them behave themselves. Mr. Stan- 
ley’s new billisa direct result of our minority 
report on the steel investigation.” 


PROPOSES A RADICAL PLAN 
FOR AMENDING CONSTITUTION. 


Majority of Congress on Petition of Ten 
States Could Propose Change—Rati- 
fication Made Easier. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—Senator La 
Follette today by a resolution proposed a 
radical change in the method of amendiig 
the constitution of the United States. 

By its terms a majority of the two houses 
of congress would have authority to propose 
@ constitutional amendment, or it might be 
proposed on the petition of ten states acting 
through their legislatures or through popular 
vote. 

At present the ratification of an amendment 
is required by three-fourths of the states, 
acting through their legislatures. 

The La Follete plan would require approval 
by a “ majority of the electors in a majority 
éf the states,’ but would require aleo the 
approval of “ a majority of al] electors “’ vot- 
ing upon the question. 


CANNON PASSES LIE IN HOUSE: 
RESENTS ALABAMAN’S CHARGE 


Allegation That Former Speaker Broke 
Quorum to Defeat Immigration Laws 
Called Untrue. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—The lie was 
passed on the floor of the house today. 

Former Speaker Cannon denounced as 

“ unqualifiedly untrue’ a charge by Repre- 
sentative Burnett of Alabama, Democrat. 
that when speaker of the house Mr. Cannon 
had deliberately led his followers from the 
chamber to break a quorum and in that way 
defeat immigration legislation. 

Before impeaching Mr. Burnett's veracity 
Mr. Cannon twice asked him to retract. 
There was no outbreak. 


SAVES 18 PENSION AGENCIES. 


Senate Performs Annual] Stunt and Re- 
fuses to Agree with House on 
Their Abolishment. 


‘Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—[Special.]—The 
senate today performed its annual function 
of saving the eighteen pension agencies 
which the house wishes to abolish. By 4 
vote of 33 to 24 it refused to agree to the 
elimination of the agencies and sent the pen- 
sion appropriation bill back to conference. 


NOTES FROM NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Representative Pickett of Iowa introduced a bill 
in the house requiring all railways in interstate 
business to equip their locomotives with electric or 
other headlights of 1,500 candle power. Switch 
engines would be exempted. 

The Martin eight hour bil was davorably reported 
by the house commerce committee. The bill would 
prohibit employment of telegraphers or others in 
the dispatching of trains for periods longer than 
eight hours in a day. 

An amendment In the constitution for the recall 
of judges of inferior federal courte was proposed 
in @ resolution by Senator Ashurst of Arigsona.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—The iron and 
steel tariff bill today received the signatures 
of Speaker Clark and Acting President 
Bacon, of the senate, and went to President 
Taft for his inspection. 

This is the first of the tariff revision bills 
passed by the Democrat-Progressive alliance 
in the senate to reach the chief executive, 
and close friends of the president express 
the conviction that he will veto it, because 
no investigation of the industry has been 
made by the tariff board upen which to base 
@ scientific tariff revision. 

An attempt by the conferees on the excise 
tax bill to reach an agreement on that 
measure Was not successful. After a session 
of over an hour, the conference committee 
adjourned until tomorrow.

COURT IGNORES VERDICT. 


Judge Lockwood Honore Light- 
ens Sentence of Woman Who 
Might HaveGot 5 YearTerm. ‘ 


five years in the penitentiary for her offease, 
but no j ent was rendered according to 


the verdict. 


Second Indictment Secured. 

Instead the state's attorney secured a ¢ec- 
ond indictment of the woman from the grand 
jury July 81, charging her with contributing 
to the delinquency of a child, a lesser of- 
fense, punishable with a maximum of seven 
months in the house of correction plus $200 
fine. 

To this second charge the woman pleaded 
guilty and was then sentenced by Judge Hon- 
oré to the maximum mentioned. 

Asked yesterday why he had not entered a 
judgment according to the verdict of the jury, 
Judge Honoré said: 

“T think that an agreement had been 
reached between a lawyer belonging to some 
association on the girl's side and the lawyer 
for the woman, to the effect that she could 
plead guilty to the second indictment.” 

Sing Horrigan, lawyer for the woman, 
eaid: 


“I know of no agreement. On the con- 
trary, the lawyer of the American Vigilance 
association tried his best to get the heaviest 
sentence for Lee Proctor. But the judge 
thought five years in the penitentiary ex- 
cessive because the girl herself had told the 
woman that she was over 18 and because the 
two police officers who book those girls had 
also entered her as béing 19 years.” 


Roe Blames Judge for Fine. 
Clifford G. Roe, chief counsel for the Amer- 
fean Vigilance association, said: — 
“Bor two daye before the trial of Lee 
Proctor Judge Honoré tried to make us con- 
gent to a $200 fine, but we declined. After 
the verdict of the jury there was but one 
sentence possible: five years in the peni- 
tentlary as fixed by statute. Counsel for the 
defense did not even move for a new trial, 
@eclaring that the trial had been fair. 
“Directly after the verdict Judge Honoré 
asked the bondsman of the woman, a saloon- 
keeper by the name of Joseph Schmidt, to 
continue her $2,000 bond so that she could go 
home, but Schmidt feared the choice between 
a five year sentence and $2,000 fine and said 
that he would not continue the bond. There- 
vwpon Lee Proctor was taken to await her 
sentence on July 14. 
“TT was not consulted concerning the sec- 
ond indictment and certainly would have 
it, neither do I think that the judge 
had the discretion to ignore the verdict of 


the jury.” 


COLORADO BAR HONORS OLSON. 


Chief Justice of Chicago Municipal 
Court Made Member of Western 
Lawyers’ Boty. 


Chief Justice Olson of the Munictpal court 
of Chicago has been elected an honorary 
member of the Colorado Bar association. 

Returning yesterday from his vacation in 
Colorado, the judge found a letter notifying 
him of the honor. The epistie states that 
the honor has been bestowed “ as a recogni- 
tion by the association of the work done by 
you in your chosen field.”

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Secretary's Resignation Accept- 
ed; Fight Over Successor.

D. W. SPRINGER ELECTED. 


Progressives Say Old Guard Sacrificed 
Official to Control Board. 


Dr. Irwin Shepard, secretary of the Na- 
tional Education association, has resigned, 
His resignation was accepted yesterday by 
the board of trustees of the association, 
which met In the Auditorium hotel, and 
Durand W. Springer, a teacher in the public 
echools of Detroit, wes elected to succeed 
him. 

The resignation was sent to James M. 
Greenwood of Kansas City, Mo, chairman 
of the board of tristees, in a letter, in which 
Dn Shepard stated that age, his long term 
of service, and the correction of certain con- 
ditions “which impeached the honor and 
threatened the welfare if not the existence of 
the association,” led him to give up the place. 
His term would have expired in 1014. 


“Old Guard” Causes Withdrawal? 

The resignation of Dr. Shepard was ac- 
cepted only after the trustees had held in- 
termittent sessions extending over thirty-atx 
hours. The withdrawal of the secretary is 
credited by the progressives in the asso- 
ciation as much to the “ old guard ” leaders 
as to their own opposition. 

“We credit Dr. Shepard’s resignation to | 
the conservatives, who have had a majority 
of the board of trustees,"’ sald one of the 
progressives iast night. “Dr. Shepard's 
terrh would have expired in two years. An 
amendment to the bylaws to have the sec- 
retary elected by the active members is be- 
fore the association and is almost certain 
to be paseed next year. That would give the 
progressives, who are in the majority in 
the membership, a chance to name the next 
secretary. But by having Dr. Shepard re- 
sign the conservative trustees are enabled to 
elect Mr. Springef for a term of four years 
and so keep control of the board for two 
years longer than would be the case if Dr. 
Shepard had served his term out.” 


Springer Blected in Compromise. 

The election of Mr. Springer came only 
after a long fight and wae in the nature 
of a compromise, Without Dr. Shepard as 
a member the board of trustees was evenly 
divided between the progressives and the 
conservatives. Neither faction could elect 
a candidate for the secretaryship and finally 
they compromised on the Detroit man, who, 
while classed in former years as @ conserva- 
tive, has come to be regarded as a “ near 
progressive.”’ 


Criticlees Conduct of Association. 
Dr. Shepard's letter is in part as follows: 
“Tt was my Wish to resign over a year 

ago, but circumstances and conditions had 
developed in the administrative affairs of 
the aasociation which impeached the honor 
and threatened the welfare if not the very 
existence of the agsociation whose fair recom 
of over fifty years of unselfish service had 
been without stain or blemish of any kind. 
“Much as I desired, for personel reasons, 
to withdraw from the service, I could not 
bring myself to a willingmese to lay dewn 
this work while such conditions existed. 
These conditions have unexpectedly cor- 


‘srected themselves in a manner and to a de- 


gree that make their recurrence improbable 
if not impossible I therefore ask that this 
resignation, which was essentially formu- 
lated some weeks ago. be acted upon at once 
by your honorable body.’ 

The tactics of Secretary Shepard were 
greatly cNtioised by an insurgent element fn 
the association who fought him in the re- 
cent convention in Chicago. His loss of popu- 
larity with the Chicago teachers came 
originally through his antagonism to Mra, 
Elia Flagg Young. 

Mrs. Young said that she hed no doubt Mr. 
Shepard had been devoted to the welfare of 
the association, but thet he had been “ over 
secious.” 

“It ie a pity Mr. Shepard afd not see his 
way clear to let us express ourselves on the 
matter at the convention,” she seid. “If 
we had known his intention we could have in- 
formed the board what persone would be ac- 
ceptable to us as his successor. The secre- 
tary should be an open minded man, not so 
devoted to the association as to think ft his 
child.”

Prites Show About $1,000,000 
Worth of Frills May Have 
Been Eliminated. 


ONLY THREE AVAILABLE. 


Most Figures Exceed $2,250,- 
000, Which Board Already 
Has Fixed as a Limit.

Four bidders submitted prices yesterday op 
the construction of the new county hospital. 
The bids will be tabulated and considered 
by the county board on Fridey. 

The prices submitted as compared with 
those received on May 20 indicate about 
$1,000,000 worth of frills have been elim- 
inated or the construction has been cheap- 
ened by about that amount. The architect 
declines to give interviews and the county 
commissioners never knew what was effected 
by the changed specifications. 

The bidding sheet is complicated in the 
extreme. Each bidder submitted about thirty 
different bids. First each gave a bid on one 
amount of construction, and then with this 
feature eliminated and that feature sub- 
stituted. 


Hive General Propositions. 

Generally speaking, however, bids were 
obtained on five general propositions. No. 1 
was for the construction of the administra- 
tion building and the east and west wings, 
No. 2 added to this one pavilion, No. 8 added 
two pavilions, No. 4 added three pavilions, 
and No. 5 four pavilions. The names of 
the four bidders are John Griffiths & Bon 
company, EB. Scheidethelm, J. W. and J. P. 


j O'Connor, and Sample & Co. 


Here Are the Bids. 
The bids of each of these on the five general 
Propositions plus the bid on fireproofing are 
given in numerical order as follows:

When bids were received on May 20 only 
two contractors submitted prices. They 
were Griffiths and Gindele & Co. Griffiths 
submitted @ price of $8,880,000 and Gindele 
& Co.’s figure’ was $3,983,000. As both of 
these were in excess of the bond issue of 
$3,000,000 for the construction of the hos- 
pital, both were rejected and new bids asked 


for. 
Griffiths Largest Firm. 

Of the quartet Griffiths is credited with 
being the largest. The O’Connors have done 
considerable work around town. Mr. Sam- 
ple has been a materia! buyer for Thompson- 
Starrett company, and it is said among con- 
tractors this is the first big job he has sub- 
mitted a figure on. 

Scheidelheim formerly was an estimator 
for Griffiths, but has been doing consider- 
able work recently on his own account. The 
fact that he has been an estimator of Grif- 
fiths led some county commissioners to say 
he should know that particular Mne of the 
business thoroughly. He will be the lowest 
bidder on all five propositions, unless there 
is considerable jockeying later. 

By the adoption of a resolution on Apri! 
1 the board asserted it would not spend more 
than $2,250,000 on the hospital construction. 
if the commissioners hoid to that idea only 
five bids can be considered—Griffiths on 
proposition No. 1, Scheldelheim on propoai- 
tions Nos. 1, 2 and 8 and Sample on propo- 
sition No. 1..

Economical Housekeeping. 


Celery Soup. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
households celery soup is one of 
the distinct economies, for it is made of 
the outer stalks and tops. These are more 
valuable for soup at this time of year than 
at any other, for the new celery is greener 
than that which comes later into the market 
and therefore contains more of iron, a constit- 
uent we are always seeking for in a wise plan- 
ning of what we shall eat. 

There are any number of variations on. the 
subject of cream of celery soup and there are 
many soups in which the celery has with it a 
single other vegetable, like beans or potato, 
or it may have with it many other vegetables. 
In almost any case where milk instead of @ 
meat stock is added a white sauce is the thing 
that gives the soup body and food value. 
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CREAM OF CELERY AND POTATO SOUP— 
Peel three small potatoes, cut up fine one head 
of celery, add a. slice of onion and cover with 
a pint of boiling water. Cook until the pota- 
toes are tender. Prepare the white sauce in a 
double boiler. Press the cooked vegetables 
through a sieve and add them to the white 
sauce, cook a moment, season to taste, and 
serve. 

CELERY SOUP (Mrs. P.’s)—One cup of cel- 
ery diced, half a cup of fine barley browned, 
cover witli three pints of water, and boil slow- 
ly two hours. When done add one tablespoon 
of flour dissolved in a little water, stir and 
cook until smooth. Add a cup of milk, salt to
